April 2.—-The mam­ 
moth steam ship Olympic, refitted and 
reconstructed at a cost of more than 
$1,(HK),(KHt with a view of making her 
the safest vessel afloat, sailed today 
for New York. The great steamship. 
which still .retains the honor of be­ 
ing the largest vessel in the world. 
was greeted with a roar of salutes 
from the whistles of all the craft in 
the harbor as she left her dock and 
moved m ajestically out into the chan­ 
nel. 
Experts pronounce tile reconstruc­ 
tion work on the Olympic to he one of 
the wonders of modern engineering. 
The original double bottom of the ves­ 
sel has been extended well above the 
water line, so that now the big ship
